San Antonio, 
Tex .—According 
to 
Jose Ramon Palafox , a Mex ican jou r­ 
nalist, who recently passed throu gh 
this city on his way to Washington, 
there are no hidden Montezu ma treas­ 
u res. 
“No dou bt the 
stories 
circu lated 
abou t the hidden treasu res of the Az­ 
tec emperors hav e their origin in the 
sadly ex aggerated accou nts 
of 
old 
Spanish 
historians—men who swal­ 
lowed the y arns of the conqu erors of 
Mex ico and whose ju dgment had been 
u pset by the few shipments of gold 
and silv er made to Spain shortly after 
the taking of the Aztec capital,” said 
Senor Palafox . 
“The amou nt of gold and silv er in 
the possesion of the Aztecs at any 
time was comparativ ely small and in 
the case of the people consisting of 
little more than a few personal orna­ 
ments. 
The greatest store of these 
preciou s metals was fou nd 
by 
the 
Spaniards in the imperial palace and 
this was promptly shipped to Spain by 
Cortez. 
Compared with the wealth of 
today ev en this was a mere drop in 
the bu cket. 
The statement made by 
historians that Hernando Cortez sent 
ship loads of gold and silv er to his 
king shou ld not be taken literally , for 
in all probability it means no 
more 


the pu rchaser of a codex that he has 
been hu mbu gged. Howev er, sometimes

Some­ 
times ft Is essential that the blade be 
held down so that the drag will cu t 
roots and weeds, while at other times 
the front edge shou ld not bear too 
heav ily u pon the su rface as it will dig 
ou t a soft place which wou ld be bet­ 
ter If left u ndistu rbed.

Speaker Commends Work of the 
Sixty- First Congress. 


Gen. 8mith Says Uncle Same Is Not 
Prepared for W ar— How Con­ 
gress Aided Morse— Dolly 
Madison’s House. 


Washing ton.—On the day cong ress 
adjou rned Speaker Cannon Issu ed 
a 
statem ent cov ering the work of the 
six ty -flrst session, which he say s was 
the best he has known In his 35 y ears 
ex perience. 
Incidentally "Uncle Joe" 
said he ex pects to retu rn nex t De­ 
cember and will place his fate 
as 
speaker In the hands of his party . 
"I do not think the work of a con­ 
g ress shou ld be measu red by the v ol­ 
u me of bu siness, bu t by the character 
of the leg islation and the care taken 
in its consideration," he said. 
“Meas­ 
u red by that standard, the six ty -first 
cong ress will take a hig h place In the 
record of 
leg islation. 
There 
hav e 
been, howev er, more than 6,000 of the 
27,000 bills considered and reported 
from committees and abou t 300 pu blic 
laws enacted in this session, as ag ainst 
400 pu blic laws for the entire six tieth 
cong ress. 
I can commend the entire 
membership of the hou se for Indu stry 
and intellig ence in their leg islativ e 
work of this session.” 
Continu ing , the speaker said; 
"In my ju dg ment, the two sessions 
of the six ty -first cong ress hav e 
ac­ 
complished more and done better work 
than any other cong ress of which I 
hav e been a member. 
It has rarely 
occu rred that a cong ress enacting a 
new tariff law has accomplished mu ch 
else sav e handling the appropriations 
for the g ov ernment. 
This cong ress 
has not only rev ised the tariff, with­ 
ou t distu rbing bu siness, bu t it has en­ 
acted Important leg islation, amending 
the Interstate Commerce law, making 
(hat law more effectiv e, g iv ing the In­ 
terstate Commerce g reater power and 
creating a cou rt of 
commerce, 
and 
this withou t seriou sly affecting the 
bu siness of the railroads or checking 
their increase of wag es to their em- 
j 
ploy es.

by 
Richard Cu tts, Mrs. Mr.dison’s brother- 
in-law. It came into th« - former presi- 
dentVi band the y ea* 
a e io tv lilt* do&th, 
he in tu rn boq 


Officers of the army and nav y who 
are in Washing ton were mu ch inter­

"As for the nav y , ou r ships are all 
rig ht, bu t ou r idea of battle is differ­ 
ent from the Japanese idea. They are 
as fanatical as Moslems and believ e 
that ev ery soldier killed in battle g oes 
straig ht to heav en. 
They think noth­ 
ing of sinking a ship. The men wou ld 
g o to the bottom sing ing hosannas. If 
an American g eneral sacrificed his 
men 
as the 
Japanese 
commanders 
slau g htered their« 
at 
Port 
Arthu r 
there wou ld not he a g eneral fifteen 
minu tes. 
"Thank heav en, there Is little prob­ 
ability of war. To be su re, the people 
of the west coast are bitter toward 
Japan, hu t Japan has her hands fu ll 
with Korea and is in no financial con­ 
dition to u ndertake another conflict.

The new plan had not b een in op­ 
eration six months b efore Kohler was 
b eing called the "b est chief" Cleveland 
ever had. 
The department got resu lts 
as effectively as those who mistreat 
prisoners and pu t them throu gh the 
tortu res of the “third degree." 
Several important cases were han­ 
dled u nder Kohler’s golden ru le plan. 
Notab le among these were the Whitla 
kidnaping case. 
It was throu gh in­ 
formation ob tained b y Kohler that the 
Boyles were arrested in Cleveland for 
kidnaping the little Sharon (Pa.) b oy. 
Chief Kohler got confessions from the 
pair withou t mistreating them. 
Then it was that other chiefs forgot 
to lau gh.

“The initial co st o f auto ­ 
mo biles to American users amo unts 
to no t less than $ 250,000,000 a year. 
The up-k eep and o ther necessary ex ­

as incidentals, 
which wo uld no t o therwise 
be 
in­ 
curred, amo unt to at least as much 
mo re. 
This vast sum is equivalent 
In actual eco no mic waste each year 
to 'mo re than the value o f pro perty 
destro yed in the San Francisco fire-— 
perhaps to twice as much. This sum, 
as large as It is, do es no t include the 
who le eco no mic lo ss gro wing o ut o f 
this single item o f indulgence. 
The 
tho usands o f yo ung and able-bo died 
men emplo yed in manufacturing ma­ 
chines and In running and caring fo r 
cars, are all withdrawn fro m pro duc­ 
tive usefulness; they beco me co nsu­ 
mers o f o ur diminishing surplus pro ­ 
ducts and co nstitute an added 
bur­ 
den to the pro ducers. 
The eco no mic 
influence o f this withdrawal fro m the 
pro ducing and additio n to the 
co n­ 
suming class, Is bo und to be mani­ 
fested in a tendency to higher prices. 
Its effect already must be co nsider­ 
able, and is co mparable o nly to the 
maintenance o f an eno rmo us stand­ 
ing army. 
“Tho usands upo n tho usands o f o ur 
peo ple, frenzied by desire

ure and crazed by passio n to spend, 
have mo rtgaged their ho mes, pledged 
their life Insurance 
po licies, 
with­ 
drawn 
their

have thereby co nverted their mo dest 
assets into ex panding and devo uring 
liabilities. 
The spectacle is asto und­ 
ing. 
“In the matter o f individual ex ­ 
penditures it is the fashio n no w to bo 
ex travagant to the po int o f wasteful­ 
ness, and the fashio n is running rio t. 
Individual thrift 
Is co nsidered 
no t 
merely miserly 
ho arding, 
but it Is 
lo o k ed upo n as a vice and a thing to 
be despised. 
It is said that this Is 
no t a day o f small things, and that 
wealth, as wealth go es no w, may no 
lo nger 
be 
accumulated 
by

o mías. 
This may be true if we shall 
measure wealth o nly by billio ns 
o r 
hundreds o f millio ns, but, Just 
as 
surely as there ever ex isted virtue in
